McElroy formally asked the encampment 
that the new commander-in-chief be di- 
rected to appoint a committee of inquiry 
to investigate his “administration at St. 
Cloud, Fla.” 

Objection was made on the ground that 
it. was a matter outside the business of 
the encampment, but his request was 
granted. The new commander will name 
the committee later.

with Uncle Sam and draw the 2 per cent® 
interest allowed by the act. 

One postmaster reported to the post- 
master-general that he had issued money 
orders for an aggregate of $10,000 to 
persons who wanted to deposit their 
money in a postal savings bank and 
believed that they could do so. 

In arranging details for the operation 
of postal savings banks, the special com- 
mittee has aimed at simplicity. Mem- 
bers of the committee visited a number 
of the large cities, from Boston to Min- 
neapolis, and studied the methods of the 
large and successful savings banks in 
those cities. As a result of. that study 
it has been determined that no pass 
books are to be used. Instead, each 
patron will receive a certificate of de- 
posit for the amount placed with ‘the 
government. 

Children from 10 years of age may 
become patrons of the postal savings 
banks in their own names, according to 
the provisions of the law. The lowest 
amount, that can be deposited is qne 
dollar, and it is not to be presumed that 
all the youngsters will amass such a

Mayor Gaynor of Greater New York, 
and it is noteworthy that all of the 
dailies in that city that strongly oppose 
Colonel Roosevelt and the new nation- 
alism, just as they opposed Bryan and 
Bryanism, are demanding that Mayor 
Gaynor serve out his term as mayor and 
pay no heed to-the men who are call- 
ing upon him to accept the nomination 
for Governor. For should he run for 
Governor his election would be con- 
ceded, and probably it would come by 
such a majority as to make him the 
presidential nominee in 1912, Woodrow 
Wilson and everybody to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

If nominated for the presidency, Dr. 
Wilson would be expected to make the 
tariff the chief issue of his party, and 
both he and all his conservative sup- 
porters would be expected also to mini- 
mize the issues which have sprung up 
in connection with the progressive move- 
ment in both the great parties. They 
would yield to this progressive move- 
ment only where there was no chance 
to escape yielding, and all their emphasis 
would be put on other things. 

A political realignment of this kind 
in 1912 would not be surprising; indeed, 
it would be quite the natural thing, for 
nobody disputes the assertion that the 
Democratic and Republican parties are 
now so nearly alike as to issues as to 
make it difficult at times to tell the 
difference between them. When normal 
political conditions shall have been re 
stored it will be found that the 
great parties is a party of radicalism 
and the other a party of conservatism. 
It was ever thus from the founding of 
the republic until recent years, and 
it will be thus in the future, excepting 
when conditions are disturbed and out 
of joint, as at present, the result of the 
revolutionary tendencies developed by 
the progressive movement. 

A readjustment the just 
mentioned would mean a change of posi. 
tion by the great parties in this 
country. The Democratic party has al- 
ways said that it was the party of the 
masses, and the Republican party the 
party of the classes. This statement, 
in the truest and best sense. was not 
true, but there was just enoygh truth 
in it to enable the Democratic party to 
make a strong appeal to certain ele- 
ments of the voting population. <A 
change of base such as is here referred 
to would lead the Republican party to 
claim that it is the party of the masses, 
and the party the party of 
the classes. This statement, in the 
truest andi best sense, would be 
untrue, but there would be just enough 
truth in it to give the Republican party 
an advantage similar to that which the 
Democratic party has long enjoyed. 

It is to be noted that Dr. Wilson, 
though presumably a novice in politics, 
has started in like an old hand, and the 
first important thing he has said follow- 
ing his nomination is that he does not 
expect to make the tariff an issue in his 
campaign for Governor. It a most 
prudent determination. Condemning the 
Payne law and the Republican party for 
failure to redeem its platform pledges, 
would be rather a singular performance 
for a man nominated by and dependent 
for election in a large way upon the 
New Jersey Democrat who helped repu- 
diate the Democratic tariff promises of 
1892, with the result that that party has 
not since carried national election 
been in control of the popular branch of 
the Congress. 

It is also to be noted that the tariff 
plank in the New Jersey platform this 
year is conservatively and carefully 
drafted. It does not denounce protec- 
tion as robbery Por does it advocate a 
tariff for revenue only. It contents 
itself with calling for “intelligent revi- 
sion of the tariff downward.” which is a 
large and liberal phrase, and may mean 
much or nothing. 

There are two reasons for this. In 
the first place, New Jersey is a manu- 
facturing state, and has profited greatly 
from protective duties. Her people know 
their own interests and have a way of 
supporting the political party which is 
in position to further them. This ex- 
plains why it has steadfastly been a Re- 
publican state since 1892. Its voters 
would be unwilling to send men to Con- 
gress, or to support a candidate for

CHICAGO—By a $5,000,000 bond deal 
financed in New York by the Bank ef 
California all of the in the 


Miller & Lux Company that have been 
held by the 27 heirs of Charles Lux are 
to pass entirely into the control of Henry 
Miller, bringing to an end involved and 
protracted litigation that has for years 
kept the Miller & Lux name before the 
public, says the Examiner. The $5,000,- 
000 is the consideration of the surrender 
of the Lux interests. 

A result of the settlement, which will 
be of direct value to San Francisco, is 
the opportunity it affords the heirs of 
Mrs. Miranda Lux to carry out a pro- 
vision of her will by which she be- 
queathed $1,000,000 for the founding of a 
school for manual training in San Fran- 
cisco. Several of Mrs, Lux’s heirs said 
that the provision of the will regarding 
the training school would now be carried 
out. 

It has been said that a man can “drive 
a lemb from Oregon through Nevada and 
California without stepping off Miller & 
Lux land, and the lamb at the end of 
the journey will be a sheep.” 

The lands which now come into Miller’s 
possession include 1,000,000 acres in Cali- 
fornia, Nevada and Oregon, 200,000 being 
in Oregon, 200,000 in Nevada and 600,090 
in California. In Kern county alone 
there are 180,000 acres of Miller & Lux 
land. On these vast holdings are grazing | 
250,000 cattle and 250,000 sheep. 

Much of the land has been set apart for 
development purposes, and is in a high | 
state of cultivation, but the greater por- 
“ tion is used as a pasturage. In the San 
Joaquin valley, however, the company | 
has 1000 miles of ditches for irrigation. 

The capital stock of the company 
$12,000.000, and has been in the name of 
“Miller & Lux, invoporated, of Nevada.” 
Miller has held a majority of the stock 
for 15 vears. The Lux heirs will now 
take bonds for the stock.

MEMBERS OF TARIFF 


BOARD ARE HINDERED 
BY LACK OF POWERS 


WASHINGTON—The tariff board of 
the treasury department has found its 
limited powers a handicap in collecting 
the information for which the board 
was supposedly instituted. 

At the last session of Congress, while 


ithe regulars upheld the President’s de- 


mand for a large appropriation to enable 
the board to perform its functions as 
a collector of data for the use of Con- 
gress, the standpatters steadily refused 
to increase the powers of the board so 
that the process of collecting data would 
be simplified. 

During the summer the members of 
the board have been busy collecting in- 
formation on both sides of the Atlantic, 
and both at home and abroad they have 
met great difficulties. There is, of course, 
no way by which the law can aid the 
board in inducing manufacturers abroad 
to divulge the trade secrets concerning 
the cost of manufacture, but the mem- 
‘bers of the board hope that at the next 
will get power to compel 
American manufacturers to give such 
facts as bear on the relative cost of 
manufacture at home and abroad. 

This will be one of the subjects that 
the cabinet will consider when it meets 
here next week. The President has al- 
ready referred in his campaign letter to 
the need of adding to the efficiency of 
the tariff board, and Colonel Roosevelt, 
in his western tour, commended the 
President for his proposals. The cooper- 
ation of the President and the former 
President would, it is thought, insure 
the passage of the needed legislation.

The child 
who has not entered school tries to perform according to fixed 
standards. Even the neighborhood “gang” studies the book of rules 
before starting its competitive games. And on _ the _ whole 
organization has promoted clean, manly sport and discouraged its 
opposite. Fair play, as well as development, has been an underlying
